ARDA- Early Action Needed 

The purpose of Arda - the Agricultural Rehabilita¬ 
tion and Development Act - is to develop Canada’s 
rural areas. It is encouraging to learn, therefore, 
that all 10 provinces in Canada have signed agree¬ 
ments permitting joint Federal-Provincial action. Now 
that this important preliminary step has been taken, 
it is to be hoped that many of the research and other 
programs which are designed to develop Canada’s 
rural areas, and their resources, will lead to immed¬ 
iate action. 

Federal Assistance 

ARDA, which was passed by Parliament in 1961, 
calls for Federal contributions up to $50,000,000, over 
the next three years to carry out projects as outlin¬ 
ed in the general agreements with the provinces. The 
amount of financial assistance each province will re¬ 
ceive will be related to: (1) the net value of the pro¬ 
vince’s agricultural production; (2) the number of 
4 ‘sub-marginal” farms in the province, that is, farms 
producing revenue of less than $1,200 a year; and 
(3) the size of the province’s rural population. 

Major Projects 

The major projects contemplated under ARDA are 
designed to improve resources, income, job opportun¬ 
ities and living standards in rural areas, and more 
particularly in areas which, in recent years, have been 
seriously affected by technological and economic 
changes. The more important programs already ap¬ 
proved include community pastures, water conserva¬ 
tion, assessment of rural resources and industries, 
enlarged outdoor recreation facilities, irrigation and 
drainage. 

Action on all Fronts 

It is true, of course, that detailed surveys and 
studies are a first requirement before some of these 
projects can be effectively undertaken. Nevertheless, 
the projects under ARDA must embrace more than 
academic studies. They must be made clear to, and 
receive the full support of, the people of our rural 
communities. The successful implementation of all 
ARDA projects, particularly those dealing with the 
social aspects of rural life, will depend upon the ex¬ 
tent to which the people of rural areas are organiz¬ 
ed to take an active part. It is most essential that 
a proper balance be maintained between academic 
investigations and concrete proposals based on the 
experiences, knowledge and attitudes of rural people. 
Surveys and research will mean nothing unless they 
lead to action. ARDA opens a new, promising field 
for joint Federal-Provincial-Local participation to de¬ 
velop Canada’s rural areas and resources. The need 
is for early action on all fronts.
